A FORMER drug addict who 
torched a family business’ haulage 
yard in a “cowardly” attack which 
caused £1.5m worth of damage 
has been jailed for four years and 
10 months. 

But the family who lost nine lor¬ 
ries in the fire in October 2015 are 
disappointed by the sentence. 

Carl Richardson, 35, from Wa- 
terfields, Leatherhead, had ad¬ 
mitted setting fire to nine lorries 
belonging to Penwarden Haulage 
and a Premier skip in College 
Road, Epsom. 

Surrey Police released CCTV 
footage which showed two hooded 
men breaking into the front of the 
haulage yard at 3.32am on Satur¬ 
day, October 3. 

The pair are seen trying to open 


the lorries before throwing bricks 
at the windows as well as an object 
that sets the vehicles alight. 

They then fled at about 4.15am 
before firefighters arrived to tack¬ 
le the fires. 

Residents reported being wok¬ 
en up by “horrendous” flames 
and “loud bangs” from exploding 
tyres. 

Richardson was arrested on No¬ 
vember 24 and bailed, before being 
charged on December 22. 

He then pleaded guilty to two 
counts of arson on March 17 and 
was sentenced at Kingston Crown 
Court on May 5. 

He was sentenced to four years 
and ten months for one count of 
arson and 29 months for a second 
count of arson. The sentences will 
be served concurrently 

But Luke Penwarden, trans¬ 
port manager of the family busi¬ 
ness, was unsatisfied with the 
sentencing. 


He said: “I’m disappointed. 
There’s no point in the 29 months 
running concurrently 

“He’ll be out in two years.” 

Mr Penwarden was also not 
optimistic about the chance of 
Richardson being rehabilitated in 
prison. 

He said: “He was a heroin ad¬ 
dict. He is 35 years-old. He was not 
going to change. 

“If he was going to change he 
would have done it years ago. 

“It was a proper cowardly thing 
to do. 

“But we will not let this beat 
us. We could have, but we are too 
strong for that.” 

In a pre-sentence interview, 
Richardson claimed he was intim¬ 
idated into the attack after falling 
heavily in debt to a gang. 

He claims he was beaten up 
before and after torching the 10 
lorries. 

Mr Penwarden said: “He is just 


the pawn. I would have loved to 
know who the main person was 
that put him up to it. 

“But at least someone has gone 
down for it.” 

Richardson had previously com¬ 
mitted a series of offences includ¬ 
ing stealing a mini-digger in April 
2013 and stealing lead from a girls’ 
school in February 2014. 

He also tested positive for co¬ 
caine and heroin in September 
2015.

AN Epsom barber has praised 
his neighbours after the com¬ 
munity came together to help 
with a fire that stopped pas¬ 
sers-by in Epsom High Street 
on Monday morning. 

Firefighters believe a loose 
cigarette falling underneath 
the wooden shop front at Hair 
for Man and Boy in Epsom High 
Street sparked a fire at 11am on 
Monday, May 9. 

Mark Adams, who has owned 
the barbers since 2002, said 
he was worried when the fire 
started, but was helped by busi¬ 
nesses on either side of him. 

He said: “It was a serious fire. 
We were worried, but we are 
open again now. 

“The manager from Wether- 
spoon’s and a couple of guys 
from the market came with a 
fire extinguisher before the fire 
brigade came. 

“The community came 



together.” 

Firefighters from Epsom and 
Banstead fire stations cut part 
of the wooden store front away, 
before two firefighters wearing 
breathing apparatus put out the 
fire. 

The barbers then had to be 


ventilated after it became filled 
with smoke. 

A spokesman from Epsom 
fire station said: “We reckon 
a cigarette went down under¬ 
neath the shop front. 

“We had to cut the front off, 
put the fire out and vent it out.”

Mr Adams said there has 
never been a fire in his 14 years 
owning the barbers, and was 
thankful the damage was lim¬ 
ited. 

He said: “It could happen to 
anybody, but you never think it 
is going to happen to you.”

REIGATE and Banstead 
MP Crispin Blunt an¬ 
nounced this week he 
would be campaigning 
for the UK to leave the 
EU in the upcoming in/ 
out referendum.

He said: “The ‘re¬ 
main’ campaign is re¬ 
ducing its arguments 
to “Do you want to be 
poor?” 

“Quite apart from 
their veracity, can’t we 
do any better than this? 

“Do you want to be 
free? Do you want your 
nation to have a positive 
role in the world? 

“Britain is uniquely 
blessed with our peo¬ 
ple, history and culture. 
Let’s put them to the 
global test, pursuing a 
positive role not grim 
defence of our special 
status within a declin¬ 
ing bloc.” 

The EU Referendum 
will be held on June 23. 
The deadline to register 
to vote is June 7.

Website question is ‘discriminatory’ 


A 2,500-strong petition 
started by an Epsom dis¬ 
ability campaigner calls 
for a dating website to 
apologise over an “offen¬ 
sive”, “inappropriate” 
and “discriminatory” 
question used to build 
profiles of users. 

OkCupid asks ‘match 
questions’ which it uses 
to pair up users based on 
their answers. 

The site said the sys¬ 
tem “effectively sorts 
people by how much 
you’d like them, and vice 
versa”. 

But Ciara Law- 
rence-Evans, 36, from 
Epsom, a campaigns sup¬ 
port officer for Mencap, 
was “horrified” after a 
friend showed her the 
question, “Would the 


world be a better place 
if people with low IQs 
were not allowed to re¬ 
produce?” 

Mrs Lawrence-Evans 
said: “I was horrified. 
The question is inappro¬ 
priate, offensive and dis¬ 
criminatory. 

“It reinforces really 
bad, negative attitudes.” 

She has since started 
a petition calling for the 
site to apologise. It has 
been signed more than 
2,500 times since last 
Wednesday 

A spokesman for Ok¬ 
Cupid said: “Our ques¬ 
tion system is designed 
to help potential matches 
understand the interests 
and values of other us¬ 
ers. 

“Questions range from 


mundane to provocative 
and they specifically 
allow you to determine 
your potential compat¬ 
ibility with someone 
else and to avoid people 
whose viewpoints you 
strongly disagree with.” 

Mrs Lawrence-Evans 
was diagnosed with a 
learning disability at 
the age of ten, and says 
her teachers told her she 
would “never do any¬ 
thing”. 

She now works full¬ 
time for Mencap and is a 
trustee at the Sunnybank 
Trust. 

She said: “It would be 
good for OkCupid to un¬ 
derstand they are catego¬ 
rising people.”

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Gardeners urged to look out for hedgehogs this time of year 

‘Scarface’ is badly hurt 
in strimming accident

A HEDGEHOG who had much 
of his face sliced off in a garden¬ 
ing accident has been taken in 
by a Leatherhead animal charity 
and is on the mend. 

The adult male, affectionately 
named Scarface by vets and staff 
at the Wildlife Aid Foundation 
(WAF), suffered the horrific in¬ 
juries after being cut by a garden 
strimmer. 

Scarface is one of six hedge¬ 
hogs to be taken to the centre in 
recent weeks - all suffering from 
injuries caused by strimmers. 

Vets at the WAF in Randalls 
Road, managed to stitch up Scar- 
face’s wounds and re-attach the 
part of his face which was hang¬ 
ing off, although he lost an eye in 
the accident. 

Scarface is expected to be 
freed into the wild in the next 
few weeks. 

Simon Cowell, founder of 
the Wildlife Aid Foundation, 
warned that gardeners should 
be aware of hedgehogs in their 
gardens as they start to nest at

this time of year. 

He said: “Hedgehog numbers 
are declining alarmingly and 
they need all the help they can 
get. 

“They are in trouble because 
of man’s continual encroach¬ 
ment. 

“Two of the biggest problems 
they face are chain link fences 
and football nets. We are always 


getting called out to rescue 
hedgehogs which have got en¬ 
tangled in both. 

“Hedgehogs build nests in qui¬ 
et, out-of-the-way places, under 
hedges and bushes and some¬ 
times in or under sheds. 

“The nests are usually piles of 
material, so please look out for 
them and look out for hedgehogs 
when you start strimming and 
mowing the lawn. If you have 
any questions or doubts call us.” 

He also advises people not to 
touch or pick up baby hedgehogs 
unless the animal is in danger. 

Mr Cowell said: “If you have 
to touch them, wear gloves that 
have been rubbed in soil first to 
prevent human scent getting on 
them as adults will eat the very 
young if they don’t recognise 
them by their scent.” 

WAF runs a campaign to pro¬ 
tect hedgehogs called Save Har¬ 
ry which is backed by supporter 
Ricky Gervais. To find out more 
go to www.wildlifeaid.org.uk.

Supporters back travellers’ 
appeal for permanent pitch

FRIENDS and supporters of 
traveller families are hoping 
for a “miracle” that could 
end a 13-year-long wait for a 
permanent pitch on green- 
belt land in Leatherhead. 

Four families have been 
trying to secure permission 
for a permanent travellers’ 
site in River Lane since buy¬ 
ing the land in 2003. 

A fourth application was 
filed last month which would 
include four pitches, wash 
rooms and utility rooms, sta¬ 
bles and grazing land. 

More than 700 people have 
signed petitions - 516 on a 
paper petition and 241 online 
- and 25 people have writ¬ 
ten letters supporting the 
application. 

One resident wrote a letter 
arguing that housing should 
not be built on the field. 

The families have submit¬ 
ted three applications and 
attended six development 
control meetings and three

public inquiries to remain 
on the site, but have been re¬ 
fused permission each time. 

Jenny Moore, manager at 
community shop B@titude 
in Kingston Road, Leather- 
head, campaigns for four 
traveller families to settle on 
the greenbelt site. 

She said: “I’m really hop¬ 
ing that it can be resolved 
this time. 

“Thirteen years is such a

Trevor West and Judy 
Marsden from Mount Row, 
Dorking wrote: “They have 
put down roots in River Lane 
and any attempt to move 
them on would not only 


cause suffering (especially 
to the children), but would 
also simply create a problem 
elsewhere as these families 
need to have a place to live.” 

Tony Page of Spencer 
Road, Cobham, meanwhile, 
wrote to register his “strong 
objection” to the application.

AN HISTORIC pub in Ewell has 
gone on the market for nearly £1 
million. 

The Star - a Grade Il-listed 
building on the corner of Ewell 
High Street and Cheam Road - 
was listed for sale on Ewell es¬ 
tate agents Greenfield’s website 
last week. 

The agents have asked for “of¬ 
fers in the region of £950,000”. 

A building is believed to have 
been constructed on the site in 
the late 16th century and was de¬ 
picted in a watercolour by John 
Hassell in 1825. 

However, the exact location of 
the buildings included in a sur¬ 
vey made in 1577 is uncertain, 
being described as on “the high¬ 
way from Ewell to Ebbesham”. 

Its history from the 19th cen¬ 
tury onwards is better known. 

In an Enclosure Award dated 
1803, the property appears to 
form part of an enclosure which 
included four freehold houses 
and a garden. 

The Cheam Road part of the 


building was listed as the ‘Star 
Beerhouse’ in the 1871 census. 

It became an off-licence, bar 
and restaurant in 1960, and was 
known as The Loose Box. 

The building was renamed 
The Star in 1999. 

The adjoining building in Ew¬ 
ell High Street was used as a post 
office between 1824 and 1903. 

It became a bank in about 
1904. In 1911 it was listed as prop¬ 


erty of the London and Provin¬ 
cial Bank and remained so until 
1917 when it was taken over by 
Barclays Bank. 

Barclays remained on the site 
until 1960. 

Town centres manager for Ep¬ 
som and Ewell Alanna Coombes 
said: “It’s such an important 
part of the village and like many 
I’m hopeful that soon - at last - it 
will again start to twinkle.”

Making your mind up time 
again at annual songfest 


THE ultimate Marmite of 
television, the Eurovision 
Song Contest will once again 
be gracing screens across the 
country this weekend, with 
duo Joe and Jake hoping to 
buck the recent trend of ab¬ 
ject failure for UK entries. 

Predictable disappoint¬ 
ment was not always the case 
however, and the capital, as 
well as north Kent and north 
Surrey, has provided its fair 
share of success stories. 

Cheryl Baker, from Lew¬ 
isham, Bobby G, from Ep¬ 
som, and Jay Aston, from 
Purley, make up three quar¬ 
ters of the original Bucks 
Fizz line-up, and are south 
London’s most successful 
Eurovision exports. 

In 1981, the group won 
the contest with Making 
Your Mind Up , memorable 
for the choreography, which 
involved Ms Baker and Ms 
Aston’s skirts being gradu¬ 
ally shortened as they were 
whipped off by Bobby G and 
Mike Nolan. 

She said: “I loved Euro¬ 
vision before and it was a 
childhood ambition to do it. 


“Ever since I saw Sandie 
Shaw win, I thought it was 
like a gold medal but for mu¬ 
sic and my aim was to enter. 

“It seemed like a pipe 
dream, things like that didn’t 
happen to girls like me.” 

Ms Baker will be perform¬ 
ing at a charity gig on May 14 
but hopes to watch the com¬ 
petition before she goes on 
stage. 

She will also be across tel¬ 
evision and radio before the 
big show, and then heading 
off on tour, including Brom¬ 
ley and Sevenoaks, for three 
months from September. 

Of this year’s entry, Ms 
Baker said: “I love it, it has 
really grown on me. 

“I think you have to have 
the something extra that 
makes it now, and I hope they 
have the wow thing up their 
sleeves.” 

John Alfold, who grew up 
around Parsons Green and 
Putney, was one half of 1961 
act, the Allisons, with good 
friend and musical ally Bob 
Day. 

The pair were marketed as 
brothers for their song Are 


You Sure?’, which missed out 
on the top, scoring 24 points 
and coming second. 

However, it was one of the 
most successful Eurovision 
songs as a single, knocking 
Elvis Presley off the top 
spot, the only Eurovision 
song ever, from any country, 
to do so. 

The band had won a na¬ 
tionwide talent contest at 
Olympia in September 1960, 
and by January 1961, they 
recorded Are You Sure? for 
Fontana records. 

Their manager liked it 
so much he offered it to the 
BBC for a Song for Europe, a 
contest the two men had not 
even heard of. 

Mr Alfold said: “It was ac¬ 
cepted and we won at Shep¬ 
herd’s Bush Empire against 
all the odds. It became an in¬ 
stant hit, straight into all the 
charts selling 250,000 in two 
weeks.” 

It even caught the atten¬ 
tion of Tim Rice and An¬ 
drew Lloyd Webber who both 
called it their favourite Euro¬ 
vision entry ever as recently 
as 2009. 


The Allisons did a huge 
number of television and ra¬ 
dio shows over the years, but 
Mr Alfold said he felt they 
could have achieved more 
and were let down by their 
record company. 

The pair hoped to start 
cabaret shows again but Mr 
Day died in 2013 after bat¬ 
tling Motor Neurone Dis¬ 
ease. 

Cliff Richard, who spent 
a period of his childhood in 
Carshalton and now lives 
in Weybridge, also counted 
Eurovision success in his 
lengthy career. His 1968 en¬ 
try Congratulations came 
second, scoring 28 points. 
In more recent times how¬ 
ever south London has been 
unable to provide better for¬ 
tunes for the nation. 

Last year, Beckenham’s 
Bianca Nicholas was chosen 
alongside bandmate Alex 
Larke to fly the flag for Brit¬ 
ain in the contest. 

Their band Electro Velvet 
finished 24th in 2015 with 
their song Still in Love with 
You. 

An EP was available for

pre-order in June last 
year, but the band had 
to cancel its release be¬ 
cause of Ms Nicholas’ 
ill health. 

Andy Abraham, 
from North London, 
represented the UK 
in the competition 
in 2008, three years 
after missing out 
on winning the X 
Factor. 

His entry, ‘What 
If’, came joint last, 
only the second 
ever UK entry to 
finish bottom. 

His song was also 
the first to fail to 
reach the UK top 40, 
reaching number

are correlated with whether there 
were local elections or not. 

“It shows that people don’t really 
vote for the PCC.” 

Local elections were held in six 
districts and boroughs across Sur¬ 
rey on the same day as the PCC 
elections (Thursday, May 5). 


In Reigate & Banstead (32.4 
per cent), Guildford (21.29 per 
cent), Woking (38.0 per cent), 
Elmbridge (36.5 per cent), Tan- 
dr idge (35.1 per cent), Mole Val¬ 
ley (36.9 per cent) and Runnyme- 
de (29.6 per cent), turnouts were 
significantly higher than the 
county-wide average of 28.07 per 
cent. 


In Epsom & Ewell (17.1 per 
cent), Spelthorne (20.7 per cent), 
Surrey Heath (17.9 per cent) and 
Waverley (21.7 per cent), turnouts 
were notably lower. 

Labour candidate Howard Kaye 
- who finished fourth - said he 
believes the problem was a lack 
of publicity, and called for cen¬ 
tral Government to invest more 
in publicising the role and future 
elections. 

He told the Epsom Guardian: 
“There has been a distinct sense 
of disconnect with people not 
knowing about the election, or 
knowing who the candidates 
are, or knowing what they 
stand for. 

“People have got in touch 
with me and said, ‘We didn’t 
know it was on’. 

“In the general election can¬ 
didates can have a mailshot 
to every household. That 
is not (the case with the 
PCC elections) and 
that is a massive 
Btriment. 

“If (the Gov¬ 
ernment) are 
serious about 
the role they 
are going to 
have to in¬ 
vest in the 
publicity”

THE first Police and Crime 
Commissioner (PCC) elections 
three-and-a-half years ago 
attracted the lowest voter turnout 
in British peacetime history 

This year, turnout rose 10 
percentage points nationally, (or 
13 in Surrey), but this was largely 
attributable to the fact that local 
elections were held on the same 
day. 

Liberal Democrat candidate 
Paul Kennedy pointed to the 
correlation between voter turnout 
and whether there was a local 
election held in that area. 

Mr Kennedy also told me that 
the “struggle for the Lib Dems 
(with PCC elections) is (that) Lib 
Dems don’t agree with the PCC”. 

He added: “I think that the PCC 
creates incentives for the PCC to 
take the credit where things go 
well and when things go badly 
to blame. This destabilises and 
undermines the Surrey PCC.” 

Further to this, Labour’s 
Howard Kaye told me his 
supporters had told him they were 
“unaware” of the election. 

Clearly voter apathy persisted. 

Covering an election requires 
researching the role being 
contested, its history, the 
candidates, and the key issues. 

It also requires being constantly 
on-edge prepared to tweet out 
turnout figures, results, and 
snippets of interviews throughout 
the day. It requires caring enough 
to make the effort. 

Covering an election that 
voters and even candidates didn’t 
especially care about is a strangely 
demoralising experience.

VOTER turnout rose significant¬ 
ly in the Surrey Police and Crime 
Commissioner (PCC) elections this 
year, but some candidates still be¬ 
lieve that a “distinct sense of dis¬ 
connect” pervaded the election. 

In total, 239,935 people cast their 
ballots last week to decide who will 
hold their police chief constable to 
account. 

The election’s turnout of 28.07 
per cent is a massive increase on 
the first PCC election in 2012, when 
just 15.36 per cent of the Surrey 
electorate cast their vote. 

Nationally, just 15.1 per cent of 
voters turned out that year - the 
lowest voter turnout in British 
peacetime history 

But Liberal Democrat candidate 
Paul Kennedy - who finished third 
behind former PCC Kevin 
Hurley and new commis¬ 
sioner David Munro - 
believes this in¬ 
crease does not re¬ 
flect more engage¬ 
ment with voters. 

He told the Ep¬ 
som Guardian: 

“The voter turn¬

Second preference swung the vote in favour of Munro on the night 


CONSERVATIVE candidate David 
Munro was announced as the 
new Surrey Police and Crime 
Commissioner (PCC) last week 
as he edged out incumbent 
commissioner Kevin Hurley on 
second preferences. 

Mr Munro had received 82,125 
of the county’s first preference 
votes - nearly double Mr Hurley’s 
41,603 - but not the 50 per cent of 
the vote required under the single 
transferable vote format. 

He also received the most second 
preferences - 17,997 to Mr Hurley’s 
16,078- to clinch the election. 


In total, Mr Munro received 
100,122 votes, while Mr Hurley 
received 57,681. 

Mr Munro was announced as 
Surrey PCC on Friday, May 6, the 
day after 239,935 residents went to 
the polls across the county. 

He will take over Mr Hurley’s 
post as commissioner, and be 
responsible for holding the Surrey 
Police chief constable - a post 
temporarily held by Nick Ephgrave 
- to account. 

In his acceptance speech, Mr 
Munro told Surrey residents: “I’m 
really humbled and proud to be 


given your confidence. 

“I will do my very best over the 
next four years to make sure that 
residents’ interests in Surrey are 
right at the heart of what we do. 

“The job of the Surrey Police 
and Crime Commissioner is 
to represent all residents of 
Surrey and hold Surrey Police to 
account. I promise you that for 
the next four years I will do that.” 

Mr Munro said he would 
prioritise ending a “corrosive” 
atmosphere in the force, making 
police officers more visible, and 
working alongside other public 


bodies - including councils and the 
Metropolitan Police. 

He told Surrey Police: “I look 
forward to working with your 
chief constable and his senior 
management team and all officers 
and support staff. 

“In the past six months I 
have heard many examples of 
splendid work, professionalism 
and dedication by individuals, 
so I would like to pay tribute to 
Surrey Police. I believe that one 
of the tasks for myself is to be 
working with the chief constable 
in a respectful way and to make 


sure that spreads across the county as 
standard. Together we will make Surrey 
Police an outstanding police force.” 

The PCC delivers a police and crime 
plan and creates a link between the 
police and the public they serve. 

The plan is shaped by the public and 
prioritises a zero-tolerance approach 
to policing, more visible street 
policing, putting victims at the centre 
of the criminal justice system and 
encouraging public feedback. 

The role was created in 2012. 

As the commissioner serves four- 
year terms, PCCs faced their first re- 
election this year.

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MORE than 1,000 alumni of 
a prestigious school have 
signed a petition in less than 
two weeks to keep their be¬ 
loved clubhouse open after it 
was threatened with closure. 

Roland Martin, head 
teacher of the City of Lon¬ 
don’s Freemen’s School in 
Ashtead, where the club¬ 
house is situated, said on 
April 27 the lease would not 
be renewed. 

Members of the Old Free¬ 
men’s Association (OFA) 
launched a petition to save 
the venue where they run 
cricket, badminton, touch 
rugby, five-a-side football, 
aerobics and pilates classes. 

The lease for the Old Free¬ 
men’s Association Memori¬ 
al Clubhouse will expire in 
March 2017 and the OFA has 
asked the school to negotiate 
to keep it open. 

Old Freeman Theo van 
Dort, 41, launched the peti¬ 


tion, which has been signed 
more than 1,200 times, plead¬ 
ing with the school to find 
a way to “see the continued 
presence of the Old Free¬ 
men’s Association in a fit for 
purpose facility such as the 
Memorial Clubhouse”. 

The school said it contin¬ 
ues to work with the City of 
London Corporation, which 
owns the clubhouse, and the 


OFA to find a solution. 

Mr Martin said: “The club¬ 
house is not owned by the 
school or the OFA, but by the 
City of London Corporation. 
The 2008 Conservation Man¬ 
agement Plan made it clear 
that the clubhouse was not 
‘compatible’ with the site. 

“As a school, we also have 
a responsibility to maintain 
the interests of current pu¬ 


pils and to ensure that reg¬ 
ulatory compliance require¬ 
ments are met. 

“The school, with the 
chairman of Freemen’s 
Board of Governors, are 
meeting with key members 
of the OFA this week, where 
we hope to achieve a positive 
outcome.”

Allowances 

A CASUAL glance at the 
front page headline of the 
Epsom Guardian of March 24, 
“Councillors in the Money” 
might have given the erroneous 
impression that Epsom and 
Ewell Borough councillors had 


received a significant increase 
in allowances. Those venturing 
past the headline will of course 
have quickly come to realise 
that the article was referring 
to the rather large increases 
that Conservative-controlled 
Surrey County Council had 
awarded their leaders and 
cabinet members, as well as 
other county councillors, in 
recent times. 

But I can reassure readers 
that borough councillors in 
Epsom and Ewell have not 
benefited from such largesse at 
the taxpayers’ expense. 

In three out of the past 
four years the basic rate of 


councillors allowances at 
Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council has not increased at all 
and only in one year, 2013/14, 
did it increase - by one per cent. 
In 2016/17 it is proposed that 
the basic council allowance will 
remain the same, at £ 3341.36, 
and will continue to be the 
second-lowest of all Surrey 
districts and boroughs, behind 
only Runnymede. 

For next year the basic 
allowance will therefore be just 
£33.05p or 63p a week, higher 
than it was in 2012/13.

Before a deal is sealed there are 
many reasons why a seller may 
choose not to complete on a sale. 
Some of these reasons can be 
traced back to the health of the 
specific local property market and 
potential changes that could affect 
price and demand. 

GAZUMPING: Gazumping 
has declined across England 
and Wales, however, it is still a 
common issue that affects buyers 
in property hotspots, in up-and- 
coming areas and during times of 
heightened demand. For example, 
Brighton and London were 
gazumping capitals during 2014 
due to property price increases 
that far outstripped predictions. 

Gazumping occurs when a 
potential buyer has been outbid 
by another interested party, after 
their original offer was already 
accepted by the seller. The 
practice is questionable but legal 
in England and Wales - Scottish 


law does differ - however, if you 
have entered into a contract which 
states that the seller will not accept 
other offers during a set period, 
you can sue the seller for breach of 
contract. 

Continuous involvement in 
gazumped deals can damage an 
agent's reputation in the long-term, 
so it is in the agent's best interest 
to prevent it from occurring. 
However, the best thing a buyer 
can do to avoid the situation is to 
prepare beforehand: 

- Have your mortgage in place, 
and a solicitor to carry out the 
necessary checks to speed up the 
process 

- Make sure that the property is 
withdrawn from the market after 
your offer has been accepted - 
typically four to six weeks after. 

OFFER WITHDRAWALS: 

The seller may wish to withdraw 
from a transaction at any time 
before exchange of contracts. 


Common reasons for doing this 
include another buyer putting in 
a higher bid, keeping hold of the 
asset during a period of price 
growth, or waiting to sell due 
to other market conditions and 
policies. The buyer does not have 
any rights to claim the property 
as their own before contracts are 
exchanged. You can ask the seller 
to contribute towards any costs 
such as legal fees that you have 
incurred during the process but the 
seller is not under any obligation to 
to do this. 

OTHER REASONS: Unless 
you buy a new build, a property 
sale is almost always part of a 
long chain that is dependent upon 
the success of linked transactions. 
This chain can collapse somewhere 
along the line, and there is little you 
can do about it. However, you can 
invest in home buyers protection 
insurance to safeguard you against 
financial risks. If you have sold 


your house and are looking for 
another home on the market, 
you should search for temporary 
accommodation options as soon as 
possible and consider a bridging 
loan to maintain your finances for 
the next sale. 

If you have found your dream 
home, others may feel the same 
way. If the property is popular, or if 
the owner would like to sell quickly 
and a contract race has been 
started by the seller, your initial 
offer may be rejected. The seller or 
an assigned solicitor should inform 
all parties involved of the situation, 
either in writing or over the phone. 
If the seller does not treat every 
prospective buyer equally, or the 
same solicitor is used by the seller 
and buyer, then both of these 
scenarios are unlawful. The latter 
is a conflict of interest, so you may 
be entitled to challenge the motive 
and decision of the seller.

his younger mutant cast led by 
James McAvoy and Jennifer Law¬ 
rence. This time an all-powerful, 
ancient mutant Apocalypse (Oscar 
Isaac) awakens after thousands of 
years to create a new world order. 


When you are as 
in-demand as Sir 
Trevor Nunn you can 
take your pick where you 
want to stage your next 
play. Which makes it all the 
more impressive that he has 
chosen Kingston once more. 
Having put on a selec¬ 
tion of Shakespeare's histories in last 
year's Wars of the Roses, the former artistic di¬ 
rector of the Royal Shakespeare Company and the 
National Theatre and the incumbent at the Theatre Royal, 
Haymarket will return to the Rose with King John in May. 

Nunn told us: "I couldn't be more fortunate, not only that 
there is a really smashing group of people that work there 
and run it but the Rose is a theatre that is built on the exact 
ground plan of the original Rose Theatre on the South Bank 
that was there during Shakespeare's lifetime." 

Such authenticity meant it felt like the plays were return¬ 
ing home to the exact space they were written for. 

He added: "King John has got that ingredient of being just 
that bit more intimate than you would expect a big chronicle 
play to be and therefore perfectly fitted for the Rose. 

"If anybody said to me 'where you most like to do a Shake¬ 
speare play in the world?' I would say the Rose in Kingston." 

King John will be the 36th of Shakespeare's recognised 37 
plays that 76-year-old Nunn has staged throughout his illus¬ 
trious career and he will complete the set with A Midsummer 
Night's Dream later in the year. 

But that alone was not the reason he felt it was the right 
time to visit the rarely performed history. He said: "I have 
always said one should never do a Shakespeare play just for 
the sake of doing it. It is so much better if there can be some¬ 
thing that is relevant and topical about it. 

"King John is a difficult play, it is a rarity in the Shake¬ 
speare canon, but it is a play about politics. 

"It is about the ins and outs of politics, it is about deceit 
and duplicity and truth telling and lying and we are at the 
moment in our modern world inundated on the nightly news." 

While it is timely, however, King John is not an easy play 
to bring to the stage. 

Nunn explained: "It is very probable that Shakespeare did 
a huge amount of work on this play but may not have been 
the person to do the last few scenes. There is something 
about the play that one has to edit and organise textually." 

Much of that arduous study was done in solitary evenings 
while Nunn was in New York, putting on a production of Per¬ 
icles, another of Shakespeare's plays where there is a ques¬ 
tion mark over authorship. 

Of course, in 2016 in particular Nunn is far from the only 
person bringing the Bard's works to the stage but few in this 
era have been as celebrated for their interpretations nor as 
dedicated. 

Nunn said: "If by the end of this year I have managed to 
do all 37 of Shakespeare's plays, that sort of speaks for itself. 

"You could say that is an impact bordering on obsession. 
I am never happier than when I am in a rehearsal room with 
an experienced and talented group of actors dealing with a 
Shakespeare text because it is wonderful language. 

"Every play is packed with extraordinary ideas - ideas that 
still precisely pertain to the world that we live in at the mo¬ 
ment." 

On the 400th anniversary of Shakespeare's death, the 
poet and playwright is as important as ever and if anyone 
can put their finger on why, it's Sir Trevor Nunn. 

He said: "There is overwhelming wisdom, insight, under¬ 
standing of the human condition in Shakespeare's plays that 
you can find almost nowhere else. 

"Nobody is as astonishing as Shakespeare in that way. 
He makes us understand more about what it is to be human 
than anybody else that has ever lived." 

King John is at the Rose Theatre, Kingston, from 
May 14 to June 5.

IT is the definition of pres¬
